That the seinational arrest of Senator 


Quay was the mult of a political conspiracy 
there is little doubt. An attempt is thus 
made to accomplish by unfair means that 
which could not be gained by a direct issue 
before the people. The Wanamaker poli- 
ticians invaded every county in the Slate 
and personally pleaded with the people to 
retire from leadership one of the greatest 
statesmen of the country. 
They failed 


utterly and a sufficient number of legisla- 
tors was elected to guarantee the return of 
Senator Quay to the Senate. 


Later the arrest was made with the idea 


that in a prejudiced surrounding Senator 
Quay would be convicted of misappropriation 
of State funds and tlms injurs bis chances 
for re-election. The defendants united in a 
sworn petitition to tho Supreme Court setting 
forth Unit the prosecution was the outcome 
of a political conspiracy and therefore jus- 
tice could not be judiciously administered. 
A rule was issued by Justices Greeu and 
Williams, returnable January 7, when the 
charges contained in the defendants' peti- 
tion will be heard and decided by the full 
court. 


If the charged contained in tho petition are 


true the defendants have undoubtedly taken 
a justifiable course in petitioning the Su- 
preme Court for review. 


The outcome of Senator Quay's trial is of 


no more interest to us than the prosecution 
of any other admired public character would 
be. His qualities as a statesman and a 
leader have always attracted our admiration, 
and the efforts of the petty politicians and 
dry goods statesmen to usurp the position 
which Senator Quay has gradually acquired 
as the result of his superb judgment and 
political sagacity is condemned because it is 
realized that they are not yet entitled to the 
distinction sought.

"COLONEL" OILKESON TO SLIDE.

Unfortunately for "Colonel" Gilkeson he

Gubernatorial candidate that there it) no debt 
to cancel, and despite Ins alleged industry in 
endeavoring to be kept on the State's pay 
-.•all liia usefulness has depreciated to such 
an extent that be will undoubtedly have 
more time to devote to his private law prac- 
tice in the future. Such a result is but 
natural consequence of his actions during 
the campaign. "Colonel''•Gilkeeon went out 
of his way to prevent the nomination of 
Colonel Stone, and it is haidly rersouable 
to expect that the Governor-elect will pass 
over a laige number of faithful friends and 
earnest workers and select a man who was 
of such small service as "Colonel" Gilkeson 
and give him one of the best positions there 
is within the gift of the Governor. It is a 
piece 
of characteristic presumption on 


"Colonel" Gilkeson's part to expect any 
favor from the incoming administration. 


If the Philadelphia papers are a correct 


authority, the present Banking Commissioner 
has not even a competent administration of 
his ofhoe to recommend him for reappoint- 
ment. At the time of the People's Bank 
failure, in commenting editorially upon the 
collapse the Ledger said :

The failure of the People's Bank, under the 
circumstances, is an impeachment of Mr. 
Gilkeson and his department. He ought to 
resign.

garding the State Banking Department: 


If such things can occur under the noses 


of presidents and directors, where do the 
Banking and Insurance Departments of 
Pennsylvania come in ? We have a Bankiug 
Commissioner to look after just such things, 
but as he is a renegade politician, faithless 
to his friends in politics, he cannot be pre- 
sumed to be of great value to the State.

The Board of Pardons yesterday recom- 


mended executive clemency in the case of J. 
Monroe Shellenberger, of Doylestown, who 
was sentenced on May 22, 1890, to twenty- 
two years in the penitentiary for forgery 
and embezzlement by Judge Terkes. Mr. 
Miller, of the firm of Warwick & Miller, 
supported the application for pardon by the 
production of a number of statements indi- 
cating the steady undermining of the mental 
faculties of the prisoner. The depositions 
of two prominent physicians were submitted 
to show that insanity was developing in him 
as the result of his imprisonment and the in- 
somnia to which he was subjected. It was 
stated that it was likely to result in a mania 
to commit suicide. The Board made known 
the discovery that Shellenberger had been 
sentenced 
on several indictments which 


the statute of limitations had barred out, 
and, making allowance for these, the Board 
found that he had served the sentence which 
the other indictments covered. Before the 
conclusion of the argument Mr. Miller 
was informed that the Board unanimously 
regarded the imprisonment imposed for 
crimes which had been outlawed as illegal, 
although Shellenberger had pleaded guilty 
on all charges. Mr. Miller stated that 
Shellenberger would never be seen in the 
neighborhood of his old home.

Harrisburg, Deo. 20.—Political events 


of the past week have so crowded upon 
the heels of each other that one scarce- 
ly knows which to take up first. Per- 
haps the moat interesting occurrence 
was the gathering o£ Democrats for 
which John H. Fow, of Philadelphia, 
was responsible. Fow is a unique char- 
acter. His Democracy does not weigh 
heavily upon his broad shoulders at 
any time. He comes back to the house 
this year with a nondescript sort of a 
political standing, i He wii<3 not only 
the Democratic candidate for the leg- 
islature In his district, but he also had 
the Republican, the Prohibition and the 
Honest Government party nominations. 
There are few more crafty politicians 
in the state than Fow. Why he called 
the Democratic members and senators 
together probably no one but himself 
will ever be truly certain. That the, 
meeting was called ostensibly to pro- 
mote the Wanamaker fusion scheme 
for the organization of the legislature 
and the election of a fusion candidate 
for United States senator we all know. 
That It was a most complete fizzle Is 
also a fact. That it gave the fusion 
scheme a terrible black eye Is generally 
admitted. And now where does Fow 
come in? There are those mean enough 
to insinuate that Fow knew It was to 
be a failure before It was called, and 
that Fow Is more than ever endeared to 
the Republican leaders who will have 
the distribution of the patronage on 
"the hill," and who will also make up 
the committee appointments for the 
speaker of the house 
All the Demo- 


crats who were deluded into coming 
up here to attend Fow's fake fusion 
meeting are anxious to see what good 
committees \Fow will be placed on.

Not 
only are the Guffey leaders and the 
Gordon lieutenants jealous of each 
ither, but nearly every member of the 
Democratic delegation Is eager to get 
recognition from the Republican speak- 
er, and tlwiy are all suspicious of each 
other's every movement. The fact that 
none of the older members In the Dem- 
ocratic delegation believes the anti- 
Quay Republicans can show anything 
like the number of votes necessary to 
make up the fusion majority on the 
speakershlp makes them all hesitate 
about going into a losing deal. 


Guftey has got the senatorial bee 


buzzing under his sombrero at a lively 
rate. He has already spent a fortune 
In the canvass, and he Is giving out 
some sort of an interview or signed 
statement every other day In. order to 
give the Republicans the impression 
that the Democrats are a unit for fu- 
sion. He has State Chairman Garman 
helping him to create sentiment with 
the same tactics. They are both talk- 
Ing themselves hoarse. But Garman In 
his latest Interview has hurt rather 
than helped Guffey's cause 
He tells 


the Democrats that In view of the great 
national political issues involved In the 
election of a United States senator they 
must not think of voting for any Re- 
publican for Quay's seat. They must 
draw the line in the fusion negotia- 
tions when It comes to electing a mem- 
ber of the United States senate. 


This interview of German's 
has 


brought the true significance of the 
present political situation right home 
to the Republicans of Pennsylvania. 
They see the Democrats standing firm- 
ly and loyally by their free trade, free 
silver and anti-McKinley policy and 
resolutely refusing to consider any 
-proposition from the anti-Quay Repub- 


licans to desert their Democratic stand- 
ard. 
The Democrats have called a 


caucus to be held here on Monday, Jan 
2, and It will then become apparent 
that the Wanamaker scheme cannot 
he carried out. 
Republican senators 


and members who have been here dur- 
ing the last week picking out their 
seats and selecting their 
boarding 


places for the session all report that 
their constituents demand that there 
shall be no weakening or wavering of 
the Republican party lines In either the 
organization of the legislature or the 
election of a United States senator. 
They all agree that any Republican 
who fails to participate In the regu- 
larly called caucus of his party will be 
politically ostracised, not only by their 
Republican colleagues here, but by his 
constituents at home. 


FARR HAS THE CALL. 


The contest for the Republican cau- 


cus nomination for speaker of the 
house, which will be equivalent to an 
election, has, in the opinion of many, 
been practically decided. While Ward 
R. Bliss, of Delaware; Charles E. Voor- 
hees, of Philadelphia; Frank McClaln, 
of Lancaster, and William Marshall, 
of Allegheny, are still in the race, all 
Indications point to an agreement 
among the leaders of different elements 
upon Representative John R. Farr, of 
Lackawanna county. Farr, who is 
widely known as the advocate of com- 
pulsory education and of the free 
school book legislation. Is a newspaper 
man by profession. He has had the 
experience of severdl terms in the 
house and would make an acceptable 
speaker. He has announced a platform 
In whfch he says that If elected he will 
favor a short session, that all elements 
In the Republican party shall be treat- 
ed in a fair and manly manner, and 
that it will be his aim to promote har- 
mony In the party. Farr voted for 
Wanamaker for United States senator, 
and on this account many radical Quay 
men were loth to turn in for him for 
speaker. In line with the policy de- 
termined upon by the party leaders, 
who wish to cement the Republican or- 
ganization, all hands will 
probably 


soon recognize the availability of Farr 
and give him cordial support. Senator 
Quay declares that he does not propose 
to advocate the selection of any can- 
didate for speaker, but that he would 
like to see the caucus unanimous in 
Its choice. Secretary of the Common- 
wealth Martin was the first leader to 
publicly declare for Farr for sjpeaker, 
and the_Bucks county^_delega.tion, 
fiave~since been riaving themselves en- 
rolled. An interesting feature of Farr's 
candidacy is that it takes Into the Re- 
publican caucus in his Interest a num- 
ber of anti-Quay men, while the Quay 
men will, of course, all participate In 
the caucus. As matters stand today It 
Is jio*t likely that there will be more 
than "four or five Republicans remain 
oat of the caucus on the speakershlp. 


The Wanamaker men are still back- 


ing General Koontz, of Somerset, foi 
speaker. They have no idea of making 
much of a showing in the Republican 
caucus, and their only hope of success 
lies In getting enough Republicans who, 
with the Democrats, can make up the 
necessary 103 votes. If the Democrat! 
could all unite on Koontz, which is verj 
Improbable, they would then have tc 
get 29 Republicans to remain out of the 
Republican caucus and make an alliance 
with tbe Democracy, which Is an utter 
impossibility. 


The Republicans wl'l elect their speak- 


er, probably John R. Farr of Lacka- 
wanna, and a stalwart Republican will 
be sent to the United States senate; and 
his name Is Matthew Stanley Quay.

"~~~~ CASTING OUT DEVILS. 


Inhuman Method* That Are Vied !• 


SuperatitJonn Ru»ia. 


Superstition IB very rife throughout 


Russia and the east. In some parts of 
Knssia tho people believe that devils can 
entar into the organism of human beinga, 
whose actions they thereafter guide, and 
there are sorcerers who profess to be able 
to cast out the spirits. These men are ut- 
terly without scruple, and the sufferings 
which they cause their victims to undergo 
may be easily imagined. Very few oases 
ever come before the law courts. The peo- 
ple look upon the wizard as a powerful 
personage, who can work them much evil; 
and therefore not lightly to be provoked. 
Henoe complaints are rarely laid before 
the tribunals. 


A typical story of the sort, however, re- 


cently oame before the court of Vladlcau- 
caae. A Mohammedan mollah, or priest, 
named Ahmed Bamaeanoff, was charged 
with torturing a peasant woman named 
Kotoheretova, his object being to drive 
devils out of her. KotoBeretova, who was 
only 30, fell 111, her malady being accom- 
panied by epileptic fits. The villagers and 
her husband, a man named Aslan-Bek, 
oame to the conclusion that she was affliot- 
ed by evil spirits, and the husband called 
upon tho mollah Ramasanoff to oast them 
out. 
The priest oame to the house and 


began his treatment. 


First of all they made np » big wood 


flre, and when there were plenty of hot 
ashes they stripped the young woman and 
tied her hands and feet. 
Seeing these 


ominous preparations, Koteheretova be- 
gan to cry out, and begged them to desist. 
"Cut oft my arms, put out my eyes; do 
what you like, but do not burn me!" 
They paid no attention to her pleadings, 
and, picking her up, placed her on the 
flre 
She then became insensible. She 


was covered with burns, which the doctor 
who examined her declared to be of a very 
severe character. 


When brought before the court, the 


priest explained that tho woman's hus- 
band had sought his advice. He coun- 
seled Aslan-Bek to force his wife to name 
the spooks, and he (the priest) would be 
able to restore her to health. He had put 
her on the flre until she gave the names 
of the evil spirits, which he then wrote 
upon a piece of paper and threw It into 
the flames, after which ho was quite sure 
that the devils would leave her. He added 
that when she cried before being put on 
the hearth it was not she that wept, but 
the devils. 
The Inquiry showed that the woman 


had been kept on hot ashes for eight 
hours. The head man of the village de- 
posed that such methods of treatment 
were often employed and were always suc- 
cessful. The court found the priest guilty 
and sentenced him to deprivation of all 
his civil rights and to one year's Imprison- 
ment. The husband would have been also 
tried, but that his wife declared that she 
forgave him.—St. Petersburg CorreBpond-

as 'floing' a ditch, and I think that they 
will change their vews. In truth, there la 
no single operation on the land that does 
not require a very considerable amount of 
skill to perform it properly, and this skill, 
acquired by years of praotloe, the agricul- 
tural laborer puts at the service of any 
one who will pay him 13 shillings a week. 


"Moreover, there is no nonsense about 


eight hours a day with him. 
With brief 


intervals for food, he works from 6 to 6, 
or more, or in winter from daylight to 
dark. Indeed horsemen and cattlemen 
work longer. 
Moreover, when ealves or 


foals are expected, they have often to sit 
up all night, perhaps for the best part of a 
week, and this without extra charge. 
Likewise holidays are for them praotloal- 
ly nonexistent, and if the weather should 
be such that it is impossible for farm work 
to continue they go home and «• docked 
of their wages/1
